As a part of' the National De- 
fense Program, Salinas Junior 
College is presenting a new 
course, beginning March 31, 
which will consist in the opera- 
tion, care, and repair of tractors 
and trucks, including both gaso- 
line and diesel engines. It will be 
supervised by Mr. LaRain Mar- 
ble of Salinas Junior College and 
a highly trained instructor. 

Any out-of-school boys be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 25 are 
eligible for this free training. 
The course will run 8 weeks. 
The benefits to the students are 
many and the completion of the 
course will enable him to drive 
and service trucks and tractors, 
both diesel and gas and will 
therefore qualify the student for 
employment in the broad field 
of tractor driving. The knowl- 
edge obtained from this course 
will also serve as a_ stepping 
stone to more specific courses to 
be given in the future. 

All boys interested should see 
Mr. Marble, head of the Voca- 
tional Agriculture department at 
Salinas Junior College for de- 
tails and dates.

Beginning with the academic 
year 1941-42, Harvard University 
will consider Junior College 
graduates on the following basis: 

1, Admission to the Junior 
class of Harvard College is pos- 
sible only for those who present 
a complete four-year secondary 
school record, plus two years of 
distinguished work in the junior 
College concerned. 

2. Those who have completed 
two satisfactory, but not distin- 
guished, years in a junior col-

1941 BASKETBALL 
SEASON IN REVIEW 


PANTHERS TAKE FIFTH PLACE

In beginning their best and most plauditory season 
in a number of years, the Salinas Junior College basket- 
ball team, under the able and most capable guidance of 
Coach Ed Adams, took to the road during the extended 
Christmas vacation and toured the Southern part of the 
state. This tour was just a warm-up for the Lettuce City 


boys but it turned out to be a 
rugged test when they met three 
powerful opponents, Pasadena, 
Glendale and San Luis Obispo 


_ Junior Colleges. 


The first game of this series 
was with Pasadena and a real 
battle it was. The Bulldogs only 
led Salinas by a 19-16 count at 
half-time, but the unseasoned 
Panthers missed the bucket a 
few times in the all-important 
last stanza and were finally 
edged to the tune of 47-37. 

The second tussle was staged 
against Glendale J. C., another 
dangerous outfit, but this time it 
was a different’ story and the 
Salinas crew took revenge for 
their previous ill fate by pinning 
a 36-24 score on their Southern 
foes, 

The third contest shaped up to 
be a thrilling game but also a 
heartbreaker for Salinas. After 
holding a commanding. 20-14 lead 
at the half, the Panther five 
waged an uphill battle for the 
remaining 20 minutes. The San 
Luis Obispo quintet had that im- 
portant last minute punch that 
cinched the deal for them and 
Coach Adams’ lads came home 
with a .333 average. 

Conference Games Start 

San Mateo got the jump on 
Salinas in their League opener 
by scoring just three ringers 
more than the Adams aggrega- 
tion and’ walking off with this 
hard fought, defensive battle, by 
a 35-29 score. Because of the fact 
that it was early season, especial- 
ly for the Conference race, both 
teams were pretty rough on their 
shooting, and their. offensives 
broke slow and unmethodical. 

Captain Kikes of San Mateo 
paced, his teammates for scoring 
honors with 13 points. McAllister 
was top man for Salinas with 10 
markers while Capt. Tainer fol- 
lowed with 8. : 

San Francisco—Game number 
2, with San Francisco J. C., of- 
fered a much better ending than 
the first. Although it was anoth- 
er thriller, the Panther hoopsters 
emerged from the fray holding 
high a three point margin of vic- 
tory. An 18-10 half time lead for 
the victors appeared to be a sub- 
stantial gap, but Mossler, cap- 
tain for the losers, was “hot” in 
the final frame and accounted 
for all but six of their points in 
that period. It also happened that 
Lee was splitting the curtains 
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with most of his shots as well, 
and thus was a big factor in the 
final outcome. 

Charlie Lee held scoring hon- 
ors for Salinas while Mossler tal- 
lied 13 pointers to pace the San 
Francisco team. 

Marin—The first meeting of 
the year between Marin and the 
Panthers gave hoop fans a thrill 
they seldom witness during any 
season—that of an overtime 
game. Tied 36-36 at the end of 
regulation time, the rivals raced 
into a dead heat, five minute ex- 
tra stanza finally disclosing a 45- 
42 count in favor of Marin. 

Erickson and Lee were the big 
guns for the Panthers, having 11 
and 10 markers respectively. 
Chapeman and Colombo led Ma- 
rin with 11 each, 

Santa Rosa—In turning the 
pages of the scorebook it seems 
that Coach Ed’s hardwood artists 
had more than their share of last 
minute scrapes and “photo fin- 
ishes” this year. On the evening 
following the Marin tussle, for 
instance, Santa Rosa invaded the 
S. J. C. gym and barely allowed 
the home team to squeeze 
through with a 36-34 win. 

Menlo—Four nights later saw 
the Salinas basketeers treking 
toward Menlo where they tipped 
the up-state host 47-37. Lasich 
and Erickson. teamed up to split 
28 points evenly between them 
in turning back a dangerous foe. 

In the following order the Pan- 
ther crew then chalked up im- 
portant wins over such powerful 
combines. as Pasadena 51-33; 
Stockton, 36-30; Yuba, 44-32; and 
Placer, 52-38, to run a six game 
victory streak: 

Individual scoring honors for 
the complete league games were 
copped by the very deserving 
captain, “Took” Tainer who com- 
piled a total of 98 points in thir- 
teen conference battles. 

Only eight points behind was 
Erickson with a balance of 90. 
Lasich lacked one ringer to tie 
Erickson in this unusually tight 
race, but boasts of 88 markers, 
however. Lee, last of the four 
horsemen in. this season’s scoring 
| parade, accounted for 86 points 
|in falling only two beneath La- 
| sich. Although McAllister was 
the fifth stalwart on the first 
string, his scoring, though con- 
sistent, was lower.
